White-haHj  as  defignd  by  Inigo  Jones ,  from  p.  2, 
to  p.  19.  inclufive. 

gFTER  much  Labour  and  Ex- 
pence  I  have  at  lalt  procured  thefe 
excellent  Defigns  of  Inigo  Jones, 
for  White-ball,  from  that  ingeni- 
ous Gentleman  William  Emmet 
of Bromley,  in  the  County  of  Kent, 
Eiq;fromwhofeOriginalDrawings 
I  the  following  $  Plates  arc  pub- 
liih'd,  whereby  he  has  made  a  moll:  valuable  Prêtent 
to  the  Sons  of  Art.  In  the  Firlt  is  the  General  Plan 
of  the  Ttano  Mobile,  which  contains  6  Courts  ;  that 
next  the  Park  is  an  exact  Square  of  2.4^  Foot  of  each 
Side  are  two  Squares  of  iyoby  11?,  being  i  Squares. 
The  Middle  Court  next  the  River  is  115  by  8j,  be- 
ing a  Diagonal  ;  and  the  two  Side-Courts  this 
"Way  arc  lo  proportioned,  that  the  Length  and 
Breadth  are  as  y  to  3.  So  that  here  is  a  variety  of 
excellent  Proportions,  and  all  the  Apartments  are 
difpofed  cither  for  State  or  Convcniency,  thofe  to 
the  River  being  moll  proper  for  the  Summer  Sealbn, 
and  thofe  to  the  Park  for  Winter,  having  the  South- 
IVeft  Sun.  I  have  omitted  the  Ground  Plan,  which 
may  be  eafily  collected  from  this  and  the  general  Se- 
ction. The'lecond  Plate  is  the  Front  to  the  Park, 
which  is  the  Banquetting-Honfe,  with  a  Chapel  cor- 
refponding  to  it  :  In  the  Middle  is  a  noble  Entry  af- 
ter the  manner  of  a  double  Triumphal  Arch  ;  the 
Angles  are  terminated  with  two  lofty  Towers  of  an 
elegant  Compofition,  and  two  Cupolas  crown  the 
Budding.  Our  Architect  has  drefs'd  the  Front  with 
the  lomck  and  Corinthian  Orders:  In  the  third  is 
the  Front  to  the  Thames,  the  Orders  are  Dorick  and 
lonick,  as  molt  proper  for  this  Situation,  with  great 
Variety  of  the  Venetian  Windows  ;  the  Towers  are 
the  fame  as  in  the  tirlt  and  in  the  other  Fronts  :  In 
the  fourth  is  the  Front  to  Chariug-Crofs,  with  a  no- 
ble 'Dorick  Arcade  ;  the  Superior  Order  is  lonick, 
and  all  the  Ornaments  arc  beautiful,  gracefuLand 
fignificant;  the  Front  to  H 'reftmiufter  being  the  fame 
is  here  omitted.  In  the  fifth  Plate  is  the  general  Se- 
ction which  dilcovers  the  three  principal  Courts,  the 
great  Piazzas,  and  height  of  the  different  Stories. 

Covcnt-Garden,  p.  io,  n,  and-n.. 

Have  made  one  fingleand  one  double  Plate  of  this 
-  noble  Square,  which  for  the  Grandure  ofDeiign, 
is  certainly  the  tirlt  in  Europe.  In  the  firlt  Plate  is 
the  general  Plan  of  the  Piazza,  the  Plan,  Section  and 
H'cji  Front  of  that  cleg-ant  Church,  the  only  Piece 
the  Moderns  have  yct'produccd,  thatcanadmit  of  a 
juft  Companion  with  the  Works  of  Antiquity,  where 
a  Majellick  Simplicity  commands  the  Approbation 
of  the  judicious,  In  the  double  Plate  are  two  Ele- 
vations of  the  great  Piazza  Weft-wards,  and  of  the 
Church  to  the  Eaft  ;  the  Afpcct  is  Antes?  the  Or- 
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deris  Tufcan,  Tetraftile  Areoftile  :  The  Ruftick  Ar- 
cade round  the  Square  is  of  an  excellent  Competi- 
tion, the  Arches  are  10  Foot  wide  and  zo  high,  the 
Piers  are  4  Foot  in  Front,  which  is  two  Fifths  of  the 
Arch,  and  8  at  the  Angles  ;  above  the  Arcade  is  one 
grand  Story  and  an  Attick,  the  Windows  are  drefs'd 
with  a  regular  Entablature,  in  Width  are  equal  to  the 
Piers  and  two  Diameters  in  height,  the  Attick  Win- 
dows are  under  the  Square.  It  were  to  be  wiihed 
our  Artificers  wou'd  obfervc  this  juit  Proportion  in 
Piers  and  Widows,  which  wou'd  prevent  the  Lan- 
thorn  way  of  Building  fo  much  in  Practice  of  late 
Years. 

The  Royal-Exchange,  p.  13, M*  and  z$. 

'"PHIS  5tru£ture  was  raifed  foon  after  the  Fire  of 
London,  in  the  Year  1666,  and  however  inferi- 
or to  thole  Pieces  of  Inigo  Jones,  yet  may  very  juit- 
ly  claim  a  Place  in  this  Collection,  being  the  molt 
Coniidcrable  of  this  Kind  in  Europe  ;  I  have  made 
one  linglc  and  one  double  Plate  :  In  the  firlt  is  the 
Plan  containing  Foot  by  180;  the  fecond  is  the 
principal  Front  to  ComhUh  in  the  Middle  is  a  Piece 
of  the  Corinthian  Order,  with  a  very  bold  Arch,  and 
two  final!  ones  of  each  Side  ;  from  this  rifcth  a  lofty 
Tower  compofed  of  3  Orders:  The  Ruftick  Arcade 
in  this  Building  is  generally  condemned  by  the  Cri- 
ticks,  for  having  Piers  but  one  fourth  of  the  Arch, 
which  renders  it  weak. 

Bow  Steeple,  p.  %6. 

T  Have  brought  the  Plans,  Section  and  Elevation  of 
this  Tower  into  one  Plate,  and  of  this  Kind  'tis 
elteemed  one  of  the  belt  in  the  Kingdom. 

A  Tiejign  for  a  Church  of  my  Invention,  p.  iy. 

THE  Afpeft  of  this  Church  is  Troftile,  Hexajlile, 
Euftilc,  which  by  Vitruvins,  Talladio,  and  the  ge- 
neral Coulent  of  the  moiljudicious  Architects,  both 
Ancient  and  Modern,  is  elteem'd  the  moit  beauti- 
ful and  ufeful  Dilpofition,  being  a  Medium  between 
the  T'icuoftile  and  Areoftile,  the  firlt  being  too  clofe 
and  the  lalt  too  open.  The  Order  is  lonick,  and  in 
one  Plate  I  have  given  4  Defigns:  In  the  firit  is  the 
Plan,  where  the  Cclla  is  5-4  by  74,  which  is  a  Diago- 
nal Proportion,  the  Side  Walls  are  6  Foot  thick, 
and  with  3  more  for  the  *  Columns  amounts  to 
9  Foot?  which  is  one  Sixth  of  5-4,  and  the  whole 
\\  idth'being  71,  the  two  Walls  make  one  Fourth  of 
the  fame.  The  fecond  Dcfign  is  the  Side  of  the 
Church,  where  Ihaveabltaincdfrom  any  Ornaments 
between  the  Columns,  which  would  only  fcrve  to 
enfiamc  the  Expcnce  and  clog  the  Building.  In 
thole  admirable  Pieces  of  Antiquity,  we  find  none 
of  the  trilling,  licentious,  and  inligniricant  Orna- 
ments, lb  much  aficctcd  by  fome  of  our  Moderns. 
The  Ancients  placed  their  chief  Beauties  in  the  juit- 
nefs  of  the  Intcrcolumnations,  the  prcciic  Proporti- 
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cms  of  the  Orders  and  the  grealncfs  of  Parts  ;  nor 
have  \vc  one  Precedent  either  from  the  Greeks  or  Ro- 
wans, that  they  practifed  two  Orders,  one  over  a- 
nother  in  the  lame  Temple  in  the  Outfide,  even  in 
the  moll  conlidcrable,  much  Icfs  to  divide  it  into  lit- 
tle Parts;  and  whereas  the  Ancients  were  contented 
With  one  continued  Pediment  from  the  Portico  to 
the  Pallico,  we  have  now  no  lefs  than  three  in  one  Side 
where  the  Ancients  never  admitted  any.  This  Pra- 
ctice mult  be  imputed  cither  to  an  entire  Ignorance 
of  Antiquity,  or  a  Vanity  to  expofc  their  abfurd  No- 
velties, lb  contrary  to  thofc  excellent  Precepts  in 
Vitruvius,  and  lb  repugnant  to  thole  admirable  Re- 
mains the  Ancients  have  left  us.  The  third  Dcilgn 
is  the  Front,  where  1  have  alio  abllained  from  any 
mmeceffary  Ornaments,  the  Door  is  drefs*d  after  the 
belt  Models  of  Antiquity.  The  fourth  is  the  Se- 
ction, which  (hews  the  Elevation  of  the  Infidc  and 
manner  of  the  Vaulting  ;  the  whole  Height  is  54, 
equal  to  the  Width,  and  that  being  divided  into  j 
Parts ,  one  of  them  determines  the  height  of  the 
Vault,  and  the  3  other  Parts  arc  given  to  the  per- 
pendicular Wall.  In  the  EaJI  End  1  have  made  a 
Venetian  \\  indow,  which  will  luthcicntly  illuminate 
the  whole  Church  ;  here  I  have  practiced  an  louiei 
Pilaltradc  with  Niches,  and  over  them  enriched  Com- 
partments. 

York  Stairs,  f.  18. 

THIS  Gate  was  erected  by  the  firlt  Duke  of  Buck- 
ingham., when  Lord  High  Admiral  of  England, 
Anno  1616,  by  htigo  Jones. 

Cobham  Hall  in  Kent,     19,  30. 

WAS  the  Seat  of  the  Dukes  of  Lenox  and  Rich- 
mond, now  of  the  Lady  Theodojia  Blylh  and 
John  Blyth  Efq;  'Tis  a  large  ancient  Eabrick,  and 
has  one  Trent  by /.v/£0  Jones,  with  a  Corinthian  Pi- 
laltradc, and  an  Attick  of  the  highelt  Proportion  and 
lialulu-adc  ;  the  great  Hall  is  two  Stories  high. 

Cholmondclcy/fr#i»Chcfliirc,  j.jx>5*ijj 

IS  the  Scat  of  the  Earl  of  Cholmondeley,  of  which  I 
have  made  4  Plates  ;  the  tirft  is  the  general  Plan 
of  the  firlt  Story,  being  a  large  Quadrangle  open  to 
the  North  :  The  fécond  is  the  North  Eront  drefs'd 
with  a  Corinthian  Pilaltradc,  andapropcr  Balullrade: 
The  third  is  the  South  Eront  with  the  fame  Orna- 
ments ;  and  the  lali  is  the  If'efl  Eront  with  lix  \  Co- 
lumns. The  whole  Eabrick  was  rebuilt  and  fmilhed 
in  a  lumpruous  manner  in  the  Year  1715-:  Here 
arc  fine  Gardens,  and  all  is  agreeable  to  the  Magni- 
ficence of  the  noble  Patron. 

Eaton  Hall  in  Chclhire,     35-  and  36. 

THE  Seat  of  Sir  Richard  Crofvenor  Bart,  in  two 
Plates  ;  the  firlt  contains  the  general  Plan  of  the 
Offices  and  principal  Story,  which  is  very  Handlbm 
and  Commodious  ;  in  the  Plan  one  may  obierve 
a  great  Regard  to  State  and  Conveniency,  the 
Size  of  the  Rooms  being  judicioully  varied,  and 
generally  the  Rules  of  Proportion  are  maintained 
in  all  the  Apartments:  In  the  fecond  Plate  is  the 
Eront  of  the  Houle  and  Offices,  the  Corners  are 
drefs'd  with  Rulticks  of  a  good  Tail,  and  the  Ea- 
brick is  crown'd  with  a  Cupola. 

Bclton  ///  Licolnlhire,     37, 38. 

THIS  is  the  Seat  of  Sir  John  Brovnlov  Bart, 
in  1  Plates  ;  the  firlt  contains  the  Plans  of  the 
two  principal  Stories,  where  are  manv  very  good 
Apartments,  noble  and  convenient  :  The  fecond  is 
the  Eront  in  which  the  Windows  are  handfomly 
drefs'd  with  Architrave,  Erifc  and  Cornice,  and  the 
whole  Compoiition  is  regular  ;  here  arc  curious  Gar- 
dens, a  large  Park,  and  many  other  Improvements. 
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But  above  nil  the  polite  Literature,  the  great  Civi- 
lity", and  uncommon  Generality  of  thePatron  deferves 
tû  be  tranfmittcd  to  Poiterity. 

High-Meadow  in  GlouccltcrJhire,  p.  39,  40. 

HP  H  E  Scat  of  Thomas  Gage,  Efq;  in  two  Plates  ; 
*-  the  firlt  contains  the  Plans  of  the  two  principal 
Floors:  The  fecond  is  the  Front  which  has  a  noble 
Entry,  the  Windows  arc  well  drefs'd,  but  the  Piers 
are  too  narrow,  ami  in  the  Wings  the  large  Space 
from  the  Window  to  the  Corner  has  a  good  Effect. 

A  New  Deftgji  for  Tobias  Jenkyns,  Efq;  p.  41, 41: 

I  Have  inferibed  this  fmall  Efiay  of  my  Invention  to 
this  ingenious  Gentleman,  whole  Knowledge  in 
the  molt  polite  Learning  is  equal  to  his  extream 
Modelty,  in  endeavouring  to  conceal  what  fo  many 
do  falfly  allume,  and  his  particular  Atachment  to  Ar- 
chitecture mull  draw  a  deep  Rcipcct  from  all  that 
prof  el's  any  Love  or  Eitecm  for  that  ufeful  and  no- 
ble Art.  In  the  firit  Plate  is  the  Plan  of  the  firll  Sto- 
ry, extending  no  Foot,  here  is  the  double  and  fingle 
Cube,  the  Hallbcingiyby  54  ;  here  is  1 S  by  17,  which 
is  [he  Sefqui  altera,  and  n  by  27,  the  Sefqui  tertia, 
and  you  pals  gradually  from  the  larger  to  the  leifer. 
Right  again!!  the  Entry  I  have  placed  the  great  Pair  of 
Stairs,  which  is  free  and  fpacious,  and  leads  up  to  the 
principal  Story  which  is  the  fame  with  the  firit,except- 
ing  that  the  Salon  which  is  over  the  Hall,  is  27  Foot 
high  and  has  two  Degrees  of  Windows;  the  two 
pair  of  Back  Stairs  go  from  the  Foundation  to  the 
Fop,  and  will  l'ervc  all  the  Apartments  :  In  the  fe- 
cond Plate  is  the  Front  with  a  Ruitick  Bafcment  and 
two  Orders  of  Pilallcrs  in  the  Theatrical,  which  ad- 
mits of  more  Gayety  than  is  proper  cither  for  the 
Temple  or  Palatial  Stile. 

Boddington  'Place  in  Surrey,  p.  43,  44, 45-. 

T  S  the  ancient  Scat  of  Sir  Nicholas  Carezv  Bart,  of 
1  which  I  have  made  3  Plates  ;  the  firit-contains  the 
Plans  of  the  two  principal  Floors,  where  is  a  very  no- 
ble Hall,  in  I  i  eight  two  Stories,  and  many  large  and 
fpacious  Apartments:  In  the  fecond  is  the  ll'eft 
Front  drels'd  with  a  Compolitc  Pilaltradc  and  other 
Ornaments  :  The  third  Plate  is  the  Garden  Front, 
and  iho'  more  plain  yet  has  a  good  Effet*  by  reafon 
of  the  largj  oolids  between  the  Windows.  The 
Hcule  (lands  in  a  large  Park,  the  Gardens  arc  very 
curious  and  artful,  the  Orangery  is  eflccmed  the 
bell  in  the  Kingdom  ;  here  is  great  Plenty  of  excel- 
lent Water,  with  Canals  and  Cafcadcs;  and  indeed 
every  thing  is  truly  worthy  of  lb  generous  a  Patron, 
who  has  Iparcd  no  Coil  to  rebuild  and  imbelliih  his 
Seat. 

Mr.  HudfonV  Houfe  at  Sunbury  in  Middlefex,  p.  46. 
J  Flave  given  the  general  Plan  of  the  firit  Floor  and 
1  Offices  with  the  general  Front  in  one  Plate,  the 
Apartments  are  handfom,  the  Furniture  fumptuous, 
and  the  Offices  commodious  ;  and  tho'  there  is  but 
little  Ornament  in  the  Outlide,  the  Materials  being 
good  and  the  Work  well  executed,  it  makes  a  fine 
Appearance  :  Here  are  fine  Gardens  with  a  charm- 
ing Profpcct  to  the  Thames  ;  it  was  defigned  and 
conducted  by  Mr.  Fort,  Anno  1711. 

Mr.  Waller'j  Houfe  in  Beaconsficld,  p.  47. 

T  Have  alfo  given  the  general  Plan  of  the  Offices  and 
firlt  Floor,  with  the  general  Front  in  one  Plate  ; 
the  Offices  are  joined  to  the  Houfe,  with  a  handfom 
Corridore  of  the  Corinthian  Order,  dcligned  by  Tho- 
mas Miluer  Efq;  Anno  1712. 

Mr.  RoothV  Houfe  at  Epfom,  p.  4S,  49. 

IN  tlx-  firlt  Plate  you  have  the  Plans  of  the  firftand 
1  fecond  Si  >ry,  and  in  the  fecond  is  the  Front,  and 
t.  tho* 
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tho1  but  of  fmall  Extent,  yet  is  mort  conveniently 
laid  out  and  well  finilhcd.  . 

Melvin  Houfe  in  Scotland,  5-0, 

THE  Scat  of  the  Earl  of  Lcwht;  m  this  Plate  I 
«  have  given  the  Plan  of  the  principal  Story  and 
Front;  here  is  a  very  good  Salon  with  two  noble 
Apartments,  with  two  convenient  Back  Stairs;  it 
was  dcligncd  by  the  molt  cxpcricnc'd  Architect  of 
that  Kingdom,  Mr.  James  Smith,  Anno  1691. 

Mr.  CampbcllV  Houfe  at  Glafgow,  p.  $\. 

DAniel  Campbell  of  Shavfield  F.fq;  has  built  this 
Houfe  after  my  Dciign,  in  Clafgoin;  the  belt 
lituated  and  moll  regular  City  in  Scotland:  The 
principal  Apartment  is  in  the  niil  Story,  the  Stair- 
cafe  is  fo  placed  in  the  Middle  as  to  ferve  4  good 
Apartmcntsin  the  fécond  Story;  the  Front  is  drefs'd 
with  Rulticks  of  a  large  Proportion,  and  a  Do- 
rick  Cornice  and  Baluftrade  ;  the  Garrets  receive 
Light  from  the  Roof  inwardly  ;  the  whole  Building  is 
of  good  Stone  and  well  Hniihcd,  Anno  1711. 

A  Res)  T>ejign  for  a  Terfon  of  Quality  in  So- 
merfetlhirc,  p.  yi,  5-3, 5"4>  55- 

•THE  firft  Plate  prefents  you  with  the  general 
Plan  of  theOrhccs  and  principal  Floor  railed  10 
Foot  above  the  Court,  which  lands  in  a  Portico, 
from  thence  to  a  noble  Sale  and  Salon,  and  of  each  Side 
a  grand  Apartment  :  The  fécond  Plate  is  the  prin- 
cipal Front  adorned  with  a  Corinthian  Tetraltilc 
and  Pediment  :  The  third  is  the  Garden  Front,  and 
the  hill  is  one  End  with  a  fine  Venetian  Window, 
with  lèverai  other  Embellilhmcnts,  all  deiigned  by 
the  learned  and  ingenious  Sir  'John  Vaubrugh,  171 6. 

Maiden  Bradley  in  W'iltiliire,  /.  56. 

IS  the  Scat  of  Sir  Edward  Seymour  Bart.  In  this 
Plate  I  have  given  the  general  Plans  of  the  two  prin- 
cipal Stories  both  of  the  Offices  and  belt  Apart- 
ments, with  the  Elevation  of  the  Fronts  ;  the  Win- 
dows of  the  firir.  are  well  drefs'd  with  Pediments, 
and  the  fécond  have  Windows  with  Architrave, 
Frieze  and  Cornice  only  :  It  was  begun  by  the  late 
Sir  Edward,  and  hnifiied  by  the  prefent  in  a  hand- 
fom  manner. 

Hampton  Court  in  Hereford  flu  re,  p.  57,  58. 

IS  the  ancient  Seat  of  the  Lord  Couiugesby,  built 
by  Henry  IV.  King  of  England  when  he  was  Duke 
of  Hereford,  above  300  Years  paft,  which  is  the 
oldelt  Building  in  this  Collection:  His  Lordihiphas 
lately  repaired  it  with  great  Expcnce  and  Magnifi- 
cence; here  are  7  very  noble  Apartments  richly  fur- 
nilhcd,  with  many  convenient  imall  ones;  here  are 
alio  fine  Gardens,  a  large  Park,  a  well  itock'd  De- 
coy, and  all  other  Advantages  both  for  Pleafurcand 
Convcniency,  and  truly  worthy  of  fo  noble  and  po- 
lite a  Patron. 

Shobdcn  Court  /«Herefordfliire,     59,  60. 

THE  Scat  of  Sir  James  Bateman,  Bar.  Lord  Mayor 
of  London,  of  which  I  have  made  two  Plates  ; 
the  firlt  contains  the  Plan  of  the  principal  Floor, 
where  is  a  lofty  Hall,  in  height  1  Stories,  and  4good 
Apartments:  The  fécond  is  the  Front  with  Ru- 
ltick Corners  and  a  Pediment:  Sirj^Mms  nowim- 
proving  his  Gardens  and  Plantations,  with  many  o- 
ther  Embellilhmcnts,  as  laiting  Monuments  of  lus 
Magnificence. 

Wilton,  from  p.  61  to  p.  67,  inclujii'e. 

THIS  is  the  ancient  Seat  of  the  Earls  of  T em- 
broke  and  Montgomery,  begun  in  the  Reign  of 
Henry  WW.  The  great  Ouadvanglc  was  fiiriihed  in 
the  Time  of  Edward  VI.  and  the  Porch  was  dc- 
lign'd  by  Hans  Holbin.  The  Hall  Side  being  burnt 
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about  11  Years  ago,  was  rebuilt  by  the  prefent  Tho- 
mas Earl  of  'Pembroke,  then  Lord  High  Admiral  of 
England,  in  a  very  noble  and  fumptuous  Manner. 
The  other  Parts  rebuilt  by  the  firlt  -Philip  Earl  of 
Pewbrokc-t  who  was  Lord  Chamberlain,  being  all 
delïgncd  by  lnigo  Jones,  and  rinifliedby  him  in  the 
Year  1640,  are  what  I  have  here  publilhed,  1  double 
and  5  fingle  Plates.  In  the  rirft  are  the  Plans  of  the  two 
principal  Floors,  with  the  Garden  Front  194  Foot 
long,  which  isjultly  cltccmcd  one  of  the  belt  Pieces 
of  that  great  Architect:  'Tis  univerfally  acknow- 
ledged that  the  grand  Apartment  is  one  of  the  no- 
blclt  Architecture  has  yet  produced,  particularly 
the  Sale  and  Salon,  whole  Sections  I  give  in  the  fol- 
lowing Plates.  In  the  firlt  you  have  the  Section  of 
the  Sale,  long  60  Foot,  high  30,  and  in  Breadth  the 
fame  ;  in  one  end  of  the  Room  is  the  celebrated  Fa- 
mily Picture  by  Vandyke,  zo  Foot  long  and  iz  high, 
containing  13  Figures  as  big  as  the  Life,  which  ra- 
ther appear  as  fo  many  real  Perfons  than  the  Produ- 
ction of  Art,  and  all  the  other  Pictures  in  the  Section 
arc  of  the  fame  incomparable  Hand;  in  the  fécond 
Plate  is  firlt  the  Section  of  the  fame  Room  towards 
the  great  geometrical  Stair-Cafe,  the  firlt  of  thiskind 
in  the  Kingdom,  witha  rich  and  magnificent  Door- 
Cafe;  in  this  Plate  is  alio  the  Section  of  the  Salon,  which 
is  a  Cube  of  30  Foot:  In  both  thefe  Rooms,  and 
in  molt  of  the  other  Apartments,  arc  Marble  Chim- 
ney Pieces  of  the  molt  cxquifite  Work  and  molt  c- 
legant  Composition  I  have  feen  in  the  Kingdom,  all 
carved  in  Italy  and  brought  over  by  the  firlt  Philip 
Earl  of  'Pembroke,  with  many  curious  Statues, 
Relievo's,  and  other  things  of  Marble,  and  Pictures 
of  the  molt  famous  Mailers.  The  third  is  rheLoggio 
in  the  Bowling-Green,  with  an  lon'tck  Arcade;  the 
Pilaiters  are  molt  beautifully  rulticatcd,  and  the 
Dciign  is  enriched  with  Niches  and  Statues:  In  this 
Plate  alio  is  the  Grotto,  the  Front  being  curioully 
carved  w  ithout,  and  all  Marble  within,  having  black 
Pilars  of  the  lon'tck  Order,  with  Capitels  of  white 
Marble  and  4  QaeJBaffb  Relievo's  from  Florence.  In 
the  fame  Plate  is  1  Side  of  a  Rultick  Ionick  Door, 
in  the  Garden  whereof  there  are  z  fronting  each  0- 
ther  two  ways.  The  fourth  is  the  Stables  difpofed 
in  a  very  handfomc  Manner.  The  fifth  is  a  Rultick 
Gate,  which  may  ferve  fora  Model  to  direct  our 
Workmen  on  the  likeOeafion;  theColumns  froftcd 
on  each  lîde  this  Gate  are  on  the  Stable-Bridge. 
There  remains  fo  much  to  be  laid  of  this  charming 
Place,  that  to  give  a  true  Account  of  it  would  re- 
quire an  entire  volume  of  a  much  more  artful  Pen  ; 
but  I  hope  this  will  be  accepted  of  by  the  candid 
Reader  as  futricicnt  from  mc  till  I  publilh  my  Third 
Volume  in  Perfpective,  where  I  intend  a  more 
ample  Defcription.

THE  Seat  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord 
Vifcount  Weymouth,  founded  by  Sir  John 
Thynnc,  the  great  Rcitorcr  of  that  ancient  and  ho- 
nourable Family,  in  the  Reign  of  Edward  the  Sixth, 
and  of  this  Date,  is  efteemcd  to  be  the  molt  regular 
Building  in  the  Kingdom,  being  above  160  Years 
ago.  In  one  double  Plate  I  havegiven  firlt  the  Plans 
of  the  two  principal  Floors,  where  is  a  noble  Hall  in 
Height  two  Stories,  the  Apartments  are  numerous, 
large  and  fumptuous  ;  in  the  third  Story,  not  here 
deiigned,  is  a  fpacious  Gallery,  and  in  the  lame  Line 
a  very  curious  Library,  in  all  zzo  Foot  long,  belides 
4  handfome  Apartments  in  the  Gallery.  In  the  Li- 
brary is  an  excellent  Collection  of  the  bell  Authors 
of  the  molt  correct  Editions,  with  many  rare  and 
valuable  Manufcripts.  The  F'ront  is  of  a  large  Ex- 
tent, being  no  Foot  long,  and  adorned  with  three 
Orders  ofVi  I  alters,  the  'Dorick,  Ionick,  and  Corin- 
thian, with  their  proper  Pcdcllals;  the  Proportions 
of  each  Order,  their  Intercolumnation  and  gradual 
Diminution  is  ducly  obierved,  and  the  Fabrick  is 

crowned 


crowned  with  ahandfomc  Balufiradc,  feveral  Cu- 
pola's and  Statues,  creeled  by  the  late  Lord;  who 
alio  greatly  adorned  this  Scat  by  the  noble  Gardens, 
Fountains,  Canals,  perpetual  Cafcades,  curious 
Plantations,  and  many  other  magnificent  Monu- 
ments of  his  Grandeur.

THE  Scat  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of 
Orkney,  founded  by  the  late  Duke  of  Bucking- 
ham, but  greatly  improved  and  adorned  by  the  pré- 
lent  noble  Patron,  who  after  the  dangerous  Fatigues 
of  thirty  Campaigns,  {forfait  63  hac  olim  memtnijfc 
Juvabit,)\\ith  immortal  Honour  to  himfelfand  Coun- 
try, has  now  the  Plealurc  of  this  delightful  Retreat, 
when  the  Bufincfs  of  his  King  and  Country  docs  not 
call  tor  his  Service.  I  have  made  one  Iinglc  and  two 
double  Plates  ;  in  the  firlt  is  the  general  Plan  of  the 
Offices  and  firlt  Story,  the  Apartments  are  noble, 
richly  furnilhcd,  and  commodious.  Here  is  one  of 
the  moll  coniidcrablc  Tcrrafles  in  the  Kingdom, 
being  24  Foot  above  the  Parterre,  and  is  as  high  as 
the  Level  of  tt  indfor  Caille,  and  is  433  Loot  long, 
adorned  with  a  curious  Balultrade  of  Tort  land 
Stone  ;  under  the  great  Court  in  Front  are  arched 
Corridorcs  that  communicate  from  one  fide  of  the 
Offices  to  the  other;  a  thing  of  great  Ufc  and  Con- 
veniency:  Here  is  alfo  a  curious  Grotto,  with  a  great 
Numbcroflargc  and  fpacious  Vaults,  and  many  other 
fubtcrraneousConvcniencics.

TheDefigns  were  given  by  Sir  William 
Brine,  who  was  juilly  cftcem'd  the  belt  Architect  of 
his  time  in  that  Kingdom  ;  it  was  begun  about  the 
Year  1698,  and  finiihed  four  Years  after.  I  have 
made  one  Iinglc  and  one  double  Plate  ;  the  firft con- 
tains a  general  Plan  of  the  Offices  and  firlt  Story, 
where  is  a  Portico,  Hall,  and  4  very  handiome  A- 
partmcnts;  in  the  middle  is  a  Geometrical  Octagon 
Stair-Cafe,  which  leads  up  to  the  fécond  Story,  and 
over  the  Hall  is  a  noble  Salon  and  the  fame  Number 
of  Apartments  as  below,  and  all  well  finiihed  and 
fumptuoully  furnilhcd.

In  the  firft  are  defigned  the  Plans 
of  the  two  principal  Stories,  where  are  great  Vari- 
ety of  noble  and  fpacious  Apartments,  extending
